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Should Learn to Swim. 


Crushed Bow of Storstad and Some 


Of the Coffins of the Victims, 


• 
At the opening of (he bathing and boating season, which 


has already furnished a record of numerous fatalities, a record 
that will be appallingly lengthened before the coming of cold 
weather,, it is in order to call attention lo the value of the 
ability-to swim and the desirability of every young person 
learning how.to keep afloat in the water. In very many cases 
a knowledge of the simple art of swimming has been the 
means of saving life, and it is a knowledge that affords great 
benefit and pleasure entirely aside from emergencies. 


Only a few days ago near an eastern city a party of young 


people were on the water in a rowboat which sprung aleak. 
It was seen that the shore could not be reached before the boat 
would fill, and in order to save the lives of their companions, 
some of whom were young women, three young men, neither 
of whom could swim,*jumped overboard xand ..were drowned. 
The others clung to the sinking boat until they were rescued. 


The acts of the young men who gave their lives for the sav- 


ing of others was heroic in the highest degree, but how need- 
less seems such a sacrifice to those who understand how 
simple a thing it is to learn to swim. H is one of the simplest j 
things in the world, as well as one of the most healthful and j 
pleasurable under proper conditions, and it is a wonder that 
in these days of athletics any boy—and it might be added any 
girl—should be willing to grow up without learning to take 
care of themselves in the water. The confidence given by 
such a knowledge when on the water in any sort of craft is 
worth much in the absence of emergency,' and in case of 
trouble the ability to swim means in many cases the difference 
^between life and death. The good swimmer is not only able 
to take care of himself, but there are unnumbered instances in 
which he has been able to save the lives of others. 


In view of all the facts and possibilities and liabilities every 


boy should learn lo swim, and to make the teaching of swim- 
ming compulsory would be more sensible than some of (he 
fads that are crowded upon the public schools. 


The work of (he department of agriculture in protecting 


the country against pests is undoubtedly valuable, but Farm 
and Fireside notes in commenting on the subject that "many, 
like the gypsy moth, (he chestnut blight, scale insects, the boll 
weevil, the alfalfa weevil and others have, slipped in in spile 
of vigilance." 
Unforlunately this is true, and the fact fur- 


nishes the strongest argument for closing the doors and keep- 
ing them closed against any further new-comers of that stripe. 


President Wilson is optimistic with reference lo (he business 


situation and contends that conditions are belter here than in 
most foreign countries. One peculiar feature of the present 
hard times cry is thai the complaint is directed against (he 
country in general, few cities and towns being willing to admit

a murderer. The New York State boy who murdered his 
school teacher some time ago has been acquitted by the jury 
on the ground of "criminal imbecility." -This does .not mean 
that'he will be set at liberty, at least unless he should happen 
to recover from his pitiful affliction. 


The awful catastrophe in the SI. Lawrence river is lo be 


investigated by governmental authorities, as is highly proper. 
If there was negligence in connection with the terrible affair 
the responsibility should be placed where it belongs with all 
possible promptness. And until this is done it is the duty of 
the public to withhold judgment. 


Secretary Bryan announces thai he will be on the Chautau- 


qua circuit again this year if the affairs of the nation will per- 
mit him to do so. There may be differences of opinion con- 
cerning this action, but it is safe to say that the majority of 
right-thinking men and women consider it in poor taste, to say 
least.

Commissioner Merrill Gives 


Insurance Men Informa- 


tion on Law. 


The following self-explanatory letter 


!la» been Issued from tho office of 
Robert J. Merrill, Insurance commlB- 
sloner: 
, 


"Numerous Inquiries as to tho ap- 


plication of the law to tho practice of 
dividing commissions In 
connection 


with the placing of Insurance .makes It 
advisable to state the position of the 
insurance commission thereon: . 


"Section 2, of Chapter 78, Laws of 


1!>I3, slates that a license Is required 
in order that a .person -may legally act 
or aid in any manner in the negotia- 
tion of insurance; solicit. or receive 
any risk or application for insurance 
and (not being a, salaried office em- 
ploye) receive money or value thereof 
for any Insurance company or agent. 


1 "The third provision relates to the 
'compensation received for the activi- 
ties Bet forth In the. first two, as well 
as to collection,-of'premiums, which is 
an essential! part of •'the. negotiations 
of 'Insurance referred "-to. in this sec- 
tion, and of tho placing of the con- 
'tract of insurance, which 
must 
be 


'done only by a licensed'agent-under 
'the provisions of Section 1 Chapter 86, 
Waws of 1899. 


• "This department has hitherto ruled 
lha.t the receiving of compensation fn 
connection with the negotiation or so- 
licitation of insurance, requires a 'li- 
cense. 


"In the case of fire insurance only, a 


broker's license is provided by the law. 
This license docs not cover other lines 
of business the rule in regard to which' 
is state.d ae follows: 


"No person may legally receive any 


compensation of O.ny kind tor connec- 
tion with the negotiation, solicitation 
or placing of .insurance other than flre 
Insurance, unless he 
Ifl 
a 
'licensed 


agent of the company with whom the 
business is placed, as it would be an 
absurd nnd unreasonable Interpreta- 
tion of the law which would permit an 
agent .or company acting only under 
the department's license to be n party 
to an illegal transaction. 
,.In making this ruling the comm.lfis- 
loner Is aware of the existence of long 
continued customs covering acts via- 
lative of the interpretation of the law, 
upon which the ruling is based, 
and 


calls the sany to, the particular atten- 
tion to all sBgaged in any way in the 
'Insurance .business In,New Hampshire, 
so that their practice may be confined 
within the limits of the law as herein 
staled."
